Edmonton, Alta. —A new 
year and a new period of life 
opens up for Alberta this week 
A new chapter in the history of 
the province and of its present 
government. 

The first of the month will lie 
auspicious for the government. 
The appeal of J. H. Unwin, Ml 
D. A., and George F. Powell, 
“Social Credit expert” from 
London, from their convictions 
and sentence on charges of crim¬ 
inal libel are to lie heard by the 
appellate division of the sup¬ 
reme court of Alberta. In Ot¬ 
tawa, the supreme court of Can¬ 
ada will undertake the first ju¬ 
dicial review of the two bank 
bills and the press bill on which 
royal assent was reserved last 
October. And by the end of the 
month the government should 
have some of its proposed legis¬ 
lation prepared— presumably 
dictated from England by Major 
C. II. Douglas via the Alperta 
Social Credit board to the cab¬ 
inet ostensibly headed by Prem¬ 
ier Aberhart—ready for the 
legislature session which begins 
February 10. 

It is expected that public and 
private debt will come in for 
men claim that th ]>eople of Al- 
legislation. It is expected also 
that the them e of “the credit of 
the people” about which legis¬ 
lature members have been talk¬ 
ing in the house during the past 
five sessions—and without any 
concrete action so far—will 
again be to the fore. 

No politician has yet come 
forward to hint to the Alberta 
public that perhaps after all the 
wealth of Alberta is nothing so 
stupendous—that all the vast 
coal and oil deposits which en¬ 
gineers say are here should not 
perhaps, be computed as pro¬ 
vincial assets until the time 
comes, if ever, that they can be 
mined at a cost less than their 
value. 

When Social Credit sixikes- 
men claim that the people of Al¬ 
berta are not allowed to use 
their own credit, they evidently 
forget that the people of Al¬ 
berta, as a province, already 
have used their own credit to 
the extent of $160,000,000, that 
figure representing provin¬ 
cial debt. Premier Aberhart 
estimates the total debt of the 
province at over $500,000,000 
including municipal and school 
debt and individual obligations. 

But Social Credit propagand¬ 
ists have not yet thought to re¬ 
mark that the “credit” of any 
person or any province implies 
advance of wealth to that per¬ 
son or to that province by an¬ 
other party who has the wealth 
available. That is, the “credit” 
of Alberta ; mounts only to what 
other interests are willing to ad¬ 
vance it amounts only to the 
opinion that potential lenders 
hold regarding this province and 
its wealth and its integrity. 

And right to the point there 
is the fact that the bonds of this 
province are worth oi ly slightly 
over fifty cents on the dollar 
now. That is, the credit of Al¬ 
berta now is only hnlf of what 
it was lieforc William Aberhart 
came to power and began his 
attacks on the people who really 
control the “credit ’ of this pro¬ 
vince—the people who have the 
things that Alberta needs and 
wants. 

Demanding what he raid 
would be control o credit by the 
people,, his government effect¬ 
ively cut off half of the credit 
which the people of Alberta haul 
At least half, witl\ the additional 
probability that any further 
credit would be found to be en¬ 
tirely nil if this present govern¬ 
ment were to test the extent of 
that credit by trying to float a 
bond issue.

MANITOBA MAPLE 

AS A WEED 


NEWS NOTES 


GOOD BUSINESS 


(Experimental Farms Note) ' 
Trees are not often though 
ol as having weedy possibilities 
space. The Manitoba Maple, a 
last growing tree, but rdthfer 
hurt lived and not otherwi 
■ ! cr to many other native 
, lias been frequently been 
planted, and to that extent 
is a weed tree. It is to become 
stragglig in habit, and is sub¬ 
ject to unsightly damage by in¬ 
sects and browsing animals. It 
is, moreover, objectionable on 
account of its free seeding hab¬ 
its. - <( 

When a large seed tree is 
growing in proximity to a gard¬ 
en or other culitvated land ah 
annual crop seedlings has to be 
destroyed, and if not taken in 
time is soon so well anchored 
that some effort is required to 
up-root the young saplings. 
Gardens left fallow for a season 
have been seen as thickly cover¬ 
ed as if sown to a crop of grain ; 
and have become inafew years a 
dense thicket worthless for any¬ 
thing. Even the thin sod 
of roadsides is soon invaded by 
clumps which are kept formed 
by the ravages of passing live¬ 
stock. 

Fortunately it is not usually 
necessary to sacrifice more than I 
a few of the trees in order to se- 
jcure immunity from such trou- 
1 ble. The Manitoba maple is one 
of those species i n which pistil- 
clate (female) flowers are borne 
,on one individual, ar)d staminate 
1 (male) on another. By cutting 
| down the former only, the 
nuisance is avoided, because 
only those are the seed trees. 
After flowering to pollinate 
the pistillate trees, the stamin- 
ate tree bears only the foliage, 
jfree of the untidy, bleached 
1 seed keys which keep the others 
looking as though clothed in 
rags all winter long.
